GEN. SCALES, AGAIN. 

We received on yesterday a lengthy 
and well written communication from 
an esteemed friend and prominent Dem- 
ocrat from Granville County, warmly 
advocating the claims of Gen. A. M. 
Scales tor Governor. . We published on 
Monday last a letter from Gen. Scales, 
refusing to allow his name to go before 
the Greensboro Convention because he 
is laboring under political disabilitics. 
We presume our correspondent in Gran- 
ville has seen Gen. Scales’ letter since 
his communication was sent to us for 
publication. 

_ The name of Gen. A. M. Scales has 
been frequently recommended by a 
number of correspondents, newspapers 
and public meetings as the Democratic 
and Conservative candidate for Gover- 
nor. Indeed, smong the names men- 
tioned in connection with that position, 
few have met with more general favor, 
or been endorsed with more enthusiasm 
ana cordiality. 

Gen Scales is well known to the peo 
ple of North Carolina. Before the war, 
he was a Representative in the lower 
house of Congress ¢rom this State, and 
his course while there was distinguish. 
ed by faithful devotion to public duty, 
by marked ability and energy, by un- 
swerving rectitude of character, and by 
courtesy and modest merit. He was 


considered one of the most useful and) 


practicable members of the House, and 
was highly esteemed and universally 
respected for his many sterling qualities 
and for his amiable and gentlemanly 
deportment. At the 
of the war, 
ath April 1861, 
Gen. Scales rais; 
. a volunteer company 
from 


‘to OWn county, as did Captain 


Pama Settle from the same county, 


and beth of these companies were as- 
signed to the 8rd Regiment of North 
Carolina Volunteers. Capt. Settle did 
not have “any stomach for the fight,” 
but returned home after a short expe- 
rien::¢ on the tented field. Gea. Scales 
remained at the post of duty and dan- 
ger, and upon the re-organization of 
the regiment, in 1862, he was elected 
Colonel thereof, and as such, led his 
command in many a hard-fought battle, 
displaying the most heroic intrepidity 
and fine military skill. Upon the pro- 
motion of the lamented Pender t» the 
position of Major General, Gen. Scales 
was appointed a Brigadier, and was 
serving in that capacity when the close 
of the war found him with his armor 
en, leading his veteran brigade as the 
“forlorn hope ” of the Army of North- 
ern Virginia. Hiscommand participa- 
ted in that last sad scene at Appomat- 
tox Court House, where, with tears and 
sobbing hearts, the battle scarred and 
dust-begrimed remnant of that peerless 


army slowly, sorrowfully, quietily, and 


forever, furled the tri-colored standard 
of the Southern Cross. Since the war, 
he has been quietly pursuing isis profes- 
sion and devoting himself to the arts 
ef peace. 

As he had been brave and fearless in 
war, so he has been loyal and patrioiic 
in peace. Like a good citizen, he ac- 
cepted in good faith the results of the 
late singuinary struggle; and while he 
he has been faithful to his mother State 
‘in the hour of hercalamity and distress 
he has been true in bis allegiance to the’ 


_ahere are two feelings common to all 


Federal Government, and his whole 
couree has been marked by conciliation 
and patriotism. 


Gen. Scales declines to allow his| 


name to be considered by the Greens- 
boro Convention, unless his disabilities 
are removed by the Ist May. Wecom- 
mend the sentiments of his letter for 
their patriotic and unselfish tone, and 
believe they will be heartily endorsed 
by nine-tenths of the Conservative an d 
Democratic voters. 

Gen. Scales urges the delegates to go 
to Greensboro “resolved to nominate no 
man unless be has been freed from all 
disabilities.” He says truly : 

“We want no difficulty withthe gene- 
raul government. We want peace and 
quiet, and a union of all who are pledged 
to vetrenchment and reform both in the 
State and National Government. Let our | 
standurd-bearers be men that will inspire 

confidence—moderate though firm and 
liable—and extreme in nothing save in de- 
votion to the best interests of the State. 
With such, unencumbered by disabilities, 
wpe muet and will be triumphant.” 


Gen. Scales has sounded the 
note. The name of no man should be 
proposed at the Greensboro Cunvention 
“unless he has been freed from all disa- 
bilities.” Certainly, North Carolina 
has suffered enough already by the elee- 
tion of banned men. While we denounce 
with bitterness and severity, the poliey- 
of Congress which disfranchises talent, 
honesty and worth from the councils of 
the State and nation, yet while that 
policy isin force, 1t becomes.us to act 
in accordance with the true situation of 
affairs, and to refuse to pursue a suici- 
dal coarse in attempting to foist upon 
the people men who cannot serve them 
if elected. 

This fatal error we cannot believe the 
Greensboro Convention will commit. 


WHO IS BANNED? 

Because of a recent decision of the 
Supreme Court that pardon includes 
amnesty and blots out the offence par 
jdone:l, an erroneous impression has 
{ been produced in certain quarters that 
the disabilities imposed. by the four- 
teenth amendment to the Constitution 
have been ‘necessarily removed on that 
class of persons. who engaged in “rebel- 
lion or insurrection.” 

Thisisa great mistake. We gave scve- 
ral weeks since an extract from that able 
paper, the Richmond Dispatch showing 
the fallacy of the arguments of the New 
York World on the subject—the latter 
paper holding, that under the decision 
of the Supreme Court above referred to, 
no class of “criminals” is disabled by 
the fourteenth amendment. Since the 
publication of the article from the Dis- 
patch, we have seen several articles 
which completely answers the 
World’s position, showing conclusively 
that those who were banned by the 
fourteenth amendment are not relieved 
by the Supreme Court's decision on the 
subject of pardons. The last Missouri 
Republican, a Democratic paper, and 
one of the ablest in the Union, thus 
disposes of the error of the World on_ 
this subject : 

“It seems very clear that the World 
reaches a false conclusion here, by ig- 
noring the difference between a consti- 
tutional and penal statute. Its reason- | 
ing applies solely to the latter, and an 
executive pardon is confined in_ its 
scope and design to the reliet of crimi- 
nals from the penalties imposed by 
common law or by siatutes. On the 
other hand, no document from the hand 
ot the President can nullify a constitu- 
tional provision. Such provisions are 
precautionary and not penal in their 
character; and such is the theory 
of the Fourteenth amendment. It pro 
duces precisely the same effect which 
an ex post facto law, imposing disabilities | 
for treason, would have produced, if it 
could have constitutionally 
passed; but nevertheless it is not a 


criminal law. It merely describes 
certain persons as disqualified for 


‘ 
disqualifies foreigners. It one is a penal 
law, the other is equally so; but the 
fact is that neither falls in any such 
category, and no executive document 
can tuke a confederate general out of 
the class of persons “engaged in insur- 
rection or rebellion.” 


THE OFFICE-HOLDER’S CON- 
VENTION—NOMINATION OF 
CALDW-ELL. 


There was great excitement in the 
Radical Convention on yesterday after- 
noon, while the vote was being taken 
for the nomination for Governor. In 
fact, the whole week has been one of 
intense commotion among the Radical 
politicians. The conspiracy to defeat 
Caldwell was deep-laid, and at one 
time, had every promise of success. The 
Governor had become gloomy and de- 
spondent. Settle, Dockery and Logan 
were having things their own way, and 
it was generally conceded that if Cald- 
well did not get a majority on the first 
ballot, the other candidates would unite 
their forces against him, and thus insure 
his defeat. 

In the morning session of the Con. 
vention yesterday, in response to calls 
from their friends, Settle and Dockery 
had addressed the Convention and made 
a fine impression, Caldwell was called 
out, but no response came. J7'fte Gov- 
ernor was not in attendance on the Conven- 
tion. His absence was commented on 
to lis discredit, several of the delegates 
expressing their surprise, and it was 
evident that Caldwell stock was below 
par, and sinking rapidly. The Gov 
ernor’s friends became nervous. They 
thought that the.die was about cast 
and the fate of their favorite sealed.
